Didsbury teen stabbed in alley 


RCMP question 
30 year old 
suspects

Early Sunday morning, 
at approximately 2:10 a.m. 
the Didsbury RCMP were 
called to an alley just south 
of 18 Ave.. where a 16 year 
old girl was stabbed, and 


people were just fleeing the 
scene. 

"We had some members 
who were very close by, they 
were there within minutes so 
people were just fleeing the 
scene,” said Didsbury Sgt. 
Kevin O'Dwyer. 

Mountain View EMS also 
responded to the call, and 
the 16 year old youth, who 
can not be named, was 
transported to the Foothills 
Hospital in Calgary. 


Didsbury RCMP, with the 
assistance of Olds RCMP 
have arrested both a male 
and female suspect with the 
stabbing, with more sus¬ 
pects expected. 

“More suspects have come 
to light, including two 
adults and the rest are 
youth. 1 don't have the file 
in front of me but I believe 
both adult suspects are in 
their early thirties,” said 
Sgt. O’Dwyer. “We can not 


release the names of any 
suspects right now, the situ¬ 
ation is still under investi¬ 
gation and so far no charges 
have been laid.” 

The victim remains in sta¬ 
ble condition and is expected 
to fully recover. The matter 
remains under investigation 
with the assistance of Red 
Deer RCMP General Inves¬ 
tigation Section, along with 
the Red Deer Forensic In¬ 
vestigation Section.

Downtown Didsbury gets more parking

Things are clearing up 
for downtown business own¬ 
ers, employees and custom¬ 
ers with the increase in 
parking spaces on 
Didsbury's main drag.

need to put up some 
signage,” said Robert Wigg, 
Town Planning and Devel¬ 
opment officer. “The lot will 
be one way, with all traffic 
heading south. To do that 
we had to open it up, and 
lost two parking stalls, but 
we added 10 more, so really 
we have gained eight 
stalls.” 

The parking lot will now 
include stalls for small cars 
only, which helped make 
more stalls available. The 
lot will now also include 
some parallel stalls. 

“In the short term there 
may be room for even more 
parking, but then people 


may end up going onto 
CPR’s (Canadian Pacific 
Railway) land,” said Wigg. 

The decision to expand 
the lot was made carefully 
by council, considering pos¬ 
sible future plans for the 
land. 

“This expansion will have 
no negative impact on fu¬ 
ture plans,” said Wigg. “We 
have always planned on up¬ 
grading the lot, the results 
of the parking study just re¬ 
enforced the need. It helped 
council make the decision to 
spend the money.” 

The project, once com¬ 
plete, will cost the Town 
approximately $13,000.

The concern is grow¬ 
ing from Didsbury resi¬ 
dents, as we lose an¬ 
other doctor, bringing 
the count down to only 
two left in town, and one 
in Carstairs. 

In objection to the de¬ 
crease of permanent phy¬ 
sicians, the latest loss 
being Dr. Puts, local 
residents have started a 
petition asking the 
Calgary Health Region 
(CHR) to find out why 
our town is struggling 
with losing doctors, and 
asks them to work with 
them to provide solu¬ 
tions to the communi¬ 
ty’s growing needs. Ac¬ 
cording to the CHR 
though, there is no need 
to worry. 

“Dr. Puts is leaving 
Didsbury, but we still 
have three permanent 
physicians rostered on 
rotation, there are no 
holes in our rotation, 
everything is covered,” 
said Linda Foley, CHR 
Senior management of 
Rural North area. “We 
are also working hard to 
actively recruit physi¬ 
cians to the area, and in 
the mean time we have 
others to help fill in.” 

The recruitment of 
new doctors can be a 
short or lengthly proc¬ 
ess, depending on where 
they are coming from, 
according to Foley. 

“If they need to be re¬ 
located that could take 
longer,” said Foley. 

The Region also con¬ 
firmed they will not 
bring obstetrics care 
back to the hospital till 
they have full recruit¬ 
ment. 

“We made a commit¬ 
ment that acute care 
will stay open in 
Didsbury,” said Foley. 
“It is very important for 
the rural community 
and the five areas it 
serves. You have noth¬ 
ing but the full commit¬ 
ment of the Region that 
acute care will remain.”

Man who attacked senior 
offers apology

A 49-year-old man who 
attacked 92-year-old Alyce 
Francis in her Carstairs 
home in March 2004, caus¬ 
ing the former school 
teacher permanent physical 
injuries, has offered an apol¬ 
ogy to the woman. 

Kenneth Ross Bell, 49, of 
Rolling Hills, pleaded guilty 
on April 4 to a charge of ag¬ 
gravated assault. His sen¬ 
tencing hearing resumed in 
Didsbury provincial court 
Tuesday. 

“I would just like to 
apologize to Alyce, the com¬ 
munity, my family and my 
friends,” Bell told Judge 
Frank Maloney. 

Bell admitted earlier that 
he grabbed Francis, carried 
her upside down a short dis¬ 
tance, and then dropped her 
on her head March 3, 2004. 
She suffered severe neck and 
back injuries. 

Francis had invited Bell 
and his twin brother Stuart, 
both of whom she taught in 
the 1960s, into her home and 


served them cake and hot 
chocolate prior to the at¬ 
tack. 

Reached at her home 
Tuesday and told of Bell’s 
apology, Francis said, “I’m 
not surprised he apologized. 
I have no other thoughts 
than that.” 

The Crown is asking for 
a four year prison term for 
Bell, a rancher and oilfield 
consultant. Defence lawyer 
Steve Wojick is asking for a 
conditional sentence, essen¬ 
tially a jail term served in 
the community. 

During Tuesday’s court 
session, Wojick said his cli¬ 
ent can offer no reason for 
the attack. 

“At the end of the day 
there is no explanation as to 
why Mr. Bell did this terri¬ 
ble thing to Mrs. Francis. 
He’s deeply distressed that 
she was hurt,” said Wojick. 

Bell is not a threat to the 
community and is a good 
candidate for rehabilitation 
in the community, Wojick 
told Judge Maloney. 

“He’s done something 


that appears to be some¬ 
thing completely out of char¬ 
acter,” he said. 

In his sentencing submis¬ 
sions last month, prosecu¬ 
tor George Combe said the 
fact Bell offered no assist¬ 
ance to the victim following 
the attack is an aggravating 
factor. 

The attack is one of the 
worst cases of aggravated 
assault he has ever seen, 
Combe said following court 
Tuesday. 

“It is as bad as it gets be¬ 
cause a 92-year-old lady had 
been free to enjoy her qual¬ 
ity of life and now to be 
wearing a back brace and 
not enjoying whatever she 
has left in life is worse than 
I can ever imagine,” said 
Combe. 

“The quality of her life 
has dramatically gone down, 
and what she enjoyed before 
she can’t get back.” 

The attack may have 
stemmed from a belief on the 
part of the accused that the 
victim’s husband, Reg, was 
conspiring against him in 


some way, said Combe. 

“All I know from viewing 
the file and from experts is 
that Ken Bell and his 
brother had certain ideas 
about conspiracies in the 
area and Mrs. Francis was 
no part of that conspiracy,” 
said Combe. 

Francis says the attack 
has left her in constant pain, 
severely restricted her mo¬ 
bility and left her apprehen¬ 
sive and fearful. 

“It has changed my way 
of living completely,” said 
F rancis. 

During Monday’s court 
session, forensic psycholo¬ 
gist Griff Thomas, with 
Calgary Health Region, tes¬ 
tified Bell suffers from mis¬ 
taken beliefs but not a men¬ 
tal disorder. 

Judge Maloney adjourned 
Bell’s sentencing hearing 
until Sept. 13. Aggravated 
assault carries a maximum 
penalty of 10 years in jail. 

In January, Stuart Bell was 
found not criminally responsible 
in the attack on Francis on ac¬ 
count of mental disorder.

service. People from Calgary 
and Airdrie come to our hospi¬ 
tal because it is usually much 
quicker to drive out to 
Didsbury, be seen by a doctor 
and drive home again. 

70% of our community goes 
elsewhere for their health care 
needs. Consider this: with 
every trip outside of Didsbury 
for these needs how many dol¬ 
lars are leaving with it? This 
may never change but we need 
to be mindful of how wide open 
the door is. Make no mistake. 


this is an issue that should con¬ 
cern everyone in our town/dis¬ 
trict. 

As our population grows it 
is more important than ever to 
retain and enhance our health 
care services. 

The main purpose of our pe¬ 
tition is to ask Dr. Val Congdon 
and the Calgary Health Region 
to find out why Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital is still struggling so much 
with this issue. 

Compatible doctors are dif¬ 
ficult to find and when we do 
find them, we want them to stay,

Flood trauma in our County 


Dear Editor, 

Our municipal ability to 
help people who have been 
traumatized by this flood is 
sorely in need of intense re¬ 
view and training. 

I was in several houses 
the day after the flood. Dis¬ 
gusting does not begin to 
cover what was there be¬ 
cause of the flood. These 
houses are normally very 
clean and tidy. On that day 
some were pumping water 
out but to no avail as it kept 
recycling through due to the 
intense saturation of the 
ground. The government 
assessor deemed one par¬ 
ticular house to be repara¬ 
ble, even though the mould 
has taken over, plus they 
would pay only a small por¬ 
tion. The mother does not 
feel that this would be a so¬ 
lution as she would never 
feel safety for her child. The 
child’s bedroom was in the 
basement. Because this fam¬ 
ily owns the property and a 
very nice property at that, 
they could put a mobile on 
this lot and flood proof it to 
live safely and securely. Why 
do we not get them to this 
stage as they already iden¬ 
tified how. 

It behooves planning and 
development in the munici¬ 
pality to get in touch with 


the government assessor, 
and visa versa, regarding 
the type of rebuilding that 
we will permit on that prop¬ 
erty ...i.e. no basements plus 
adequately elevated struc¬ 
tures. The family has iden¬ 
tified how and where for 
there next step, but govern¬ 
ment hinders them instead 
of aiding them...We have to 
get our acts together. Let’s 
help these people and the 
many others in the same 
situation. We seem to road 
block rather than pave our 
way to serving our people . 

Alberta has 5 Billion 
extra...and with the oil and 
gas this keeps coming in. My 
theory on people hit by dis¬ 
aster is that if they are not 
given help to begin again at 
the point the disaster took 
them down, they will never 
catch up. This not only af¬ 
fects them, but it affects en¬ 
tire communities emotion¬ 
ally, financially, and eco¬ 
nomically, municipally and 
provincially. The expenses 
today leave little room for 
disaster management by in¬ 
dividuals. Small business in 
the heart of rural Alberta 
struggle at best, but, with a 
disaster of this magnitude, 
those struck are in states of 
depression, stress, and total 
fatigue....Economic Devel¬ 


opment suffers. Jobs are lost 
for ever. 

I have asked that Plan¬ 
ning and Development con¬ 
tact the governement asses¬ 
sor who spoke with the fam¬ 
ily and look into this situa¬ 
tion, and work together in 
what options could be given. 
There is always a way to 
agree to a solution....but 
there also has to be middle 
ground. I would hope that 
we can do something for 
these people and others so 
they can get into a home. I 
also hope that this be dealt 
with in a manner not to cre¬ 
ate hostility and or non-com¬ 
pliance. Maybe we can 
lessen the burden of permits 
in some way AND EXPE¬ 
DITE. I would also ask the 
provincial government to do 
the honorable and help gen¬ 
erously to re-establish those 
people with limited funds 
into a safe and secure home. 
Small businesses and farm¬ 
ers should also receive a de¬ 
gree of assistance...both fi¬ 
nancially and technically. I 
really do not think that peo¬ 
ple (voters) will disapprove 
if more rather than less is 
forwarded to the stricken.

Does Didsbury need an out of 
school care program?

The question has been 
asked, and now it is up to 
those who want to, to speak 
up. 

It has been almost five 
years since Didsbury had an 
out of school program, oth¬ 
erwise known as a before 
and after school program. 
The number of parents ap¬ 
proaching the Town of 
Didsbury about having an¬ 
other such program is in¬ 
creasing, so in May the 
Town held a public meeting 
about the issue. 

“The meeting had very 
poor attendance,” said 
Nicole Aasen, Town of 
Didsbury. “The people who 
were there decided that the 
best way to gauge people’s 
reaction was with a survey. 
So one has been sent out 
with each water bill.” 

Didsbury FCSS in con¬ 
junction with Ross Ford 
School and other interested 
parties are responsible for 
conducting the survey, this 
is not a Town project, it 
would require its own soci¬ 
ety if it is decided it is 
needed. 

“If the survey results 
show a need for the pro¬ 
gram, a group would be 


formed of parents, and that 
group would be responsible 
for garnering funding for the 
program,” said Aasen. “A 
coordinator would then 
need to be hired for the pro¬ 
gram.” 

The program would be 
geared toward children be¬ 
tween the ages of six and 12, 
and would run from 6:30 
a.m. to 8:30 a.m. and then 
again from 3:30 p.m. to 6 
p.m. 

“The purpose of the pro¬ 
gram would be to fill the 
void when parents are not 
home, to avoid children be¬ 
ing left home alone,” said 
Aasen. If those parents who 
need this program do not re¬ 
spond, the issue will be 
dropped. You must have 
your completed survey into 
the Town Office by Aug. 15, 
2005. You can drop it off at 
the Town, or put it in their 
slot if they are closed. 
Faxing or emailing the sur¬ 
vey is also okay, information 
for both is available on the 
survey. 

“A lot of parents work 
out of town, so they leave 
early and get home late,” 
said Aasen. “This program 
would meet the needs of a lot 
of parents in the commu¬ 
nity.”

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TALK FROM TURKEY 

Greeting from Turkey 


Dear Family and Friends, 

Part I: Greetings from Turkey, 
and Troy. Today we left Istanbul 
by about 7 a.m. and went to Gal¬ 
lipoli which was where many peo¬ 
ple died during World War I. We 
saw the beach where the Austral¬ 
ian and New Zealand troops 
landed and the steep hills they had 
to climb. It was suicidal and the 
military leaders who ordered the 
invasion were very unwise. Dur¬ 
ing the nine months of battle 
about 500,000 people died and at 
the end nothing had been accom¬ 
plished. What a waste!! 

Tomorrow we go to the ancient 
city of Troy and see the ruins and 
hear the story. We crossed from 
Asia into Europe and back into 


Asia as we traveled today. The two 
continents meet at the Bosporus 
and the Dardenelles around the 
Sea of Marmara It has been very 
interesting and thought-provok¬ 
ing. 

We er\joy traveling but some¬ 
times the hotel rooms have been 
quite small. The one for tonight 
seems pretty good. 

Part II: Greetings from Sofia 
Bulgaria! Last time I wrote you 
we had just visited the site of a 
horrible battle in World War I at 
Gallipoli. The next day we saw the 
ruins of Troy, the nine layers of 
city that were built on that site. It 
was good. We went back to Istan¬ 
bul that night and spent a couple 
of days shopping and resting. 


Then we took the overnight 
bus to Sofia. We got in fairly early 
in the morning and took two taxis 
(we have too much luggage!!) from 
the bus station to the apartment 
that we had arranged to rent. 

We got there but couldn’t get 
in. We were standing outside the 
building with a copy of the reser¬ 
vation in our hand when a lady 
came along and asked if she could 
help us. We explained about our 
reservation for the apartment. She 
phoned the number of the agency 
through whom we had worked. 

After just a short conversation 
she became quite animated—she 
was doing all of this in Bulgarian, 
of which we speak not even one 
word! It turns out that the agency 


said that the reservation had been 
cancelled. The lady who helped us 
told them that they were snakes— 
or something similar. 

We definitely were not im¬ 
pressed with the agency, but we 
were very impressed with how 
helpful this lady was. Here she 
was at 8 a.m. on her way to work. 
She had just bought a cup of cof¬ 
fee and it was getting cold while 
she helped us, total strangers on 
the street—quite a God-send. She 
took us to a hotel nearby and then 
she had to get to work. We are very 
grateful for her help. 

The lady at reception at the hotel 
took up where the other lady left 
off. She offered us breakfast, which 
we ate with thanks, while she 


found us another hotel—she 
didn’t have a room for us that 
night. Again we were impressed 
with how helpful these ladies were 
for total strangers on the street. 
Maybe we just looked pretty pa¬ 
thetic. God looked after us, and 
these ladies were His instru¬ 
ments. 

We ended up at this hotel 
which is two blocks from the 
largest fruit and vegetable 
market in Sofia. It is also two 
blocks from a small mall with 
a food court, and three blocks 
from MacDonalds. We’ve en¬ 
joyed exploring Sofia and see¬ 
ing another city and culture.

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Horse spirits help heal souls

It’s a proven fact that 
animals help heal people 
and can teach humans 
things that other humans 
cannot. And, it’s this phi¬ 
losophy that one local 
woman is putting to work, 
to help troubled teenagers 
as well as help teach differ¬ 
ent corporate groups about 
such tilings as team build¬ 
ing through horsemanship. 

Sue McIntosh, a Certified 
Canadian Counsellor with 
a Masters Degree in Coun¬ 
selling Psychology, started 
Healing Hooves just north 
of Cremona, in 2000. 

Healing Hooves offers 
Equine Facilitated Profes¬ 
sional Development and 
Equine Facilitated Counsel¬ 
ling services and programs. 

”1 am a therapist, but do 
it through horses,” 
McIntosh explained simply. 

McIntosh has always 
had a love for horses, and 
once she learned how to com¬ 
bine her passion for animals 
and the professional side to 
her life this is how Healing 
Hooves was bom. 

Prior to establishing 
Healing Hooves, McIntosh 
had 10 years of experience 
working for major manage¬ 
ment consulting firms most 
recently as senior manager 
with KPMG, who she still 
works with on a contract 
basis. ■ a 

McIntosh’s business is 
two-fold, as her two differ¬ 
ent types of counselling are 
completely unrelated, and 
have two different purposes. 

The first type of counsel¬ 
ling she does is the one that 


is most common, where she 
actually works with people 
to help with psychological 
problems. Some of her cli¬ 
ents may have been abused 
or have a very low self-es¬ 
teem for a number of differ¬ 
ent reasons. 

Equine Fhcilitated Coun¬ 
selling the proper term for 
this type of treatment is a 
form of experiential Animal 
Assisted Therapy, and it in¬ 
corporates interactions with 
specially selected and 
trained horses into the 
counselling setting and re¬ 
lationship. 

My approach brings to¬ 
gether aspects of many dif¬ 
ferent fields which include 
Animal Assisted Therapy, 
therapeutic riding, person 
centered counselling, play 
therapy, experiential learn¬ 
ing, and natural horseman¬ 
ship,” she said. “The result 
is a uniquely effective form 
of counselling, which draws 
upon the human animal 
bond to facilitate healing 
and growth through contact 
with horses.” 

McIntosh says that her 
results of often trying to fig¬ 
ure out what exactly is both¬ 
ering her client often be¬ 
comes more clear, as they 
will tend to open up to her 
through the horse a lot 
easier, than in an office en¬ 
vironment. “It’s hard to just 
sit down in an office and talk 
to someone face to face to 
try to discuss their prob¬ 
lems,” she said. “They will 
often go for a walk with the 
horse, open up to them first 
and then eventually 
through different exercises 
will open up to me.” 


McIntosh says that, as a 
counsellor, in the past when 
she worked in an office set¬ 
ting she had troubles get¬ 
ting her clients to come back 
for more than one visit. 
However, since she started 
doing her counselling 
through horses, she says 
she has not had a single 
drop out. 

They are more willing to 
come see me because of the 
horses,” McIntosh said. 
“Also, it’s not as intimating 
to come and see me, because 
there is a horse for my cli¬ 
ents to focus on.” Every ses¬ 
sion is tailored to the spe¬ 
cific needs and objectives of 
the individual client, so they 
vaiy greatly, McIntosh ex¬ 
plained. “Much of the work 
done in a session is through 
metaphors. For example, for 
many of us the horse is a 
symbol of power. When 
working with a survivor of 
abuse this can provide a 
metaphor for how he/she 
feels with regards to the per¬ 
petrator of the abuse of the 
assault itself. Through vari¬ 
ous groundwork exercises, 
this client could work to 
regain his/her sense of per¬ 
sonal power, control and 
boundaries in the presence 
of the horse, which can open 
the door to experiencing this 
in other relationships,” 
McIntosh explained. 

The second type of work 
which McIntosh does is cor¬ 
porate work, where she will 
work with small or large 
groups of professionals to 
work on different things 
from team building to prob¬ 
lem solving to a wide vari¬ 
ety of situations that come

up in an office environment. 

McIntosh’s corporate 
side of her business is called, 
Equine Facilitated Profes¬ 
sional Development. 

“This is a hands-on ap¬ 
proach to professional devel¬ 
opment which supports 
goals and initiatives in a 
non-threatening environ¬ 
ment. Rather than just 
talking about topics or con¬ 
cerns, participants explore 
them experientially with 
specially trained horses,” 
she said. McIntosh has 
worked hard at coming up 
with different types of pro¬ 
grams to teach different 
types of communication 
skills which can then be 
translated back into the of¬ 
fice setting. An example that 
McIntosh gets to a group of 
corporate professionals to 
do to increase communica¬ 
tion is; three or four indi¬ 
viduals go into a pen with a 


horse and have to try to get 
the horse to do different 
things; the trick to this is 
that no one in the group can 
talk, the horse doesn’t have 
a halter on, and everyone 
in the group has been told 
to do different things yet 
everyone thinks they have 
all been told the same thing. 

“A specifically designed 
Equine Facilitated Profes¬ 
sional Development exercise 
which challenges the team 
to work through changing 
parameters and uncertain¬ 
ties may help that team iden¬ 
tify, explore and find appro¬ 
priate ways to address those 
feelings and behaviors (in 
real-life settings),” 
McIntosh said. McIntosh 
says her goal is to teach in¬ 
dividuals, families, and cor¬ 
porate ground skills which 
they can take back with 
them and put to work to 
better the lives of everyone, 


including their own. 

Whether they are going 
back into a marriage or go¬ 
ing back into a work place 
I want them to take the 
skills they learn here and 
use them. This is probably 
the biggest challenge, trying 
to figure out how to use the 
skills they learned out here 
in real life,” she said. 

McIntosh chose to open 
her business up, just north 
of Cremona - off of Highway 
22 because it offered the 
perfect location. 

This is right in the mid¬ 
dle of both Calgary and Red 
Deer which is where a lot 
of my cliental comes from,” 
she said. “And, I needed the 
setting to match the work 
that I was doing.”

Having offered that disclaimer, let me say that there is 
nothing risky about treating oneself with greater respect, 
exhibiting confidence and poise, pulling backward and re¬ 
leasing the door on the romantic trap. 

The positive benefits of that approach are often im¬ 
mediate and dramatic. Self-respect expressed in a loving 
way virtually never fails to have a salutary effect on a drift¬ 
ing lover, unless there is not the tiniest spark left to fan. 
Thus, in instances when opening the cage door results in a 
spouse's sudden departure, the relationship was over al¬ 
ready. I'm reminded of the proverb that says, "If you love 
something, set it free. If it comes back to you, it's yours. If 
it doesn't come back, it never was yours in the first place." 
There is a great truth in that, and it applies to your rela¬ 
tionship with your wife. 

Now, obviously, it is risky to precipitate a period of cri¬ 
sis. When explosive individuals are involved in mid-life tur¬ 
moil or a passionate fling with a new lover, great tact and 
wisdom are required to know when and how to respond. 
That's why professional counsel is vital before, during and 
after the confrontation. It would be unthinkable of me to 
recommend that victims of affairs indiscriminately pose 
ultimatums with 24-hour deadlines, or that they push an 
independent partner in a corner. Great caution is needed 
in such delicate conflicts. 

In short, I suggest that you seek the assistance of a 
competent counselor who can help you deal with the prob¬ 
lem of Melanie's affair. 

QUESTION: Children seem to be growing up at a 
younger age today than in the past. Is this true, and if so, 
what accounts for their faster development? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, it is true. Statistical records indi¬ 
cate that our children are growing taller today than in the 
past, probably resulting from better nutrition, medicine, 
exercise, rest and recreation. And this more ideal physical 
environment has apparently caused sexual maturity to 
occur at younger and younger ages. 

It is thought that puberty in a particular child is trig¬ 
gered when he or she reaches a certain level of growth; 
therefore, when environmental and general health factors 
propel a youngster upward at a faster rate, sexual matura¬ 
tion occurs earlier. 

For example, in 1850, the average age of menarche (first 
menstruation) in Norwegian girls was 17.0 years of age; 
in 1950, it was 13.0. The average age of puberty in females 
had dropped four years in one century. In the United States 
the average age of the menarche dropped from 16.5 in 1840 
to 12.9 in 1950. More recent figures indicate that it now 
occurs on average at 12.8 years of age! Thus, the trends 
toward younger dating and sexual awareness are a result, 
at least in part, of this "fast track" mechanism.
